Storm water drainage areas covered by this permit include, but are not limited to discharges from industrial
plant yards; immediate access roads and rail lines used or traveled by caniers of raw materials, manufactured
products, waste material, or by-products used or created by the faciiity; material handling sites; refuse sites;
sites used for the application or disposal of process waste waters; sites úsed for the storage and maintenance of
material handling equipment; sites used for residual treatment, storage, or disposal; sñipping und ,"""iuing
qreas; manufacturing buildings; storage areas (including tank farms) Io. .u* materiáls, and intermediate and
finished products; and areas where industrial activity ias taken piace in the past and significant materials
remain and are exposed to storm water. Areas on industrial sites which are not regulated and need not be
included in this permit (providing the storm water from these areas do not mix with sto-rm water from regulated
areas) are any undisturbed areas, offtce complexes not immediately connected with other industrial areãs, and
parking lots for office complexes (unless industrial materials o. .quiprn.nt travel over these parking lots).
